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THE subject of water storage is 
_one which is now receiving great 
attention throughout the range 
country, and there is no section 
where such a system is more 
needed than in the sagebrush coun- 
try. An Arizona paper says there 
is being constructed in the north- 
ern portion of that Territory, a 
reservoir capable of storing fifteen 
million gallons of water, sufficient 
to irrigate annually 100,000 acres 
of land. The cost of the reservoir 
has been but a little over a quarter 
of a million of dollars, a small sum 
when considered in connection 
with the results obtained. It is 
not difficult to conceive what the 
establishment of a comprehensive 
system of such reservoirs in Ne- 
yada would accomplish. Take the 
head-waters of theCarson,Truckee, 
Humboldt and other streams as 
the base of operation, and by the 
construction of artificial reservoirs 
for the cachement of their waters, 
the key is obtained whereby may 
be unlocked the golden wealth of 
thousands of acres of the so-called 
arid land of Nevada. 


LovELocK, in this State, has 
broken the alfalfa yield record and 
the press of California and Col- 
orado will have to wait another 
season before they can, if then, find 
a yield to equalit. Six tons to the 
acre is considered in those States 
an extraordinary yield, but the 
farmers of Lovelock have har- 
vested seven tons of this most 
nutritious feed to the acre this sea- 
son. In the grain line Lovelock 
can also give them another hard 
nut to crack, and to the farmer of 
the East the yield will be a source 
of wonder. Think of land—Ne- 
vada land at that—producing to 
the acre 55 bushels of wheat, 80 
bushels of oats, 70 bushels of bar- 
ley, and other cereals in propor- 
tion, and then say, in the language 
of Stubbs, “Nevada has no future.” 


THE Ute Indian war in Colorado 
appears to have come to an inglor- 
ious end. The cowboy militia, of 
which so much was said, captured 
one pair of pants left by a retreat- 
ing buck Ute and came in covered 
with dirt and glory. About this 
time next year old Colorow, who 
probably feels pretty good over 
braining the pale face with impun- 
ity, will start on another annual 
_ raid and thus the game will go on.

The latter produce abdominal 
pains similar to true colic, but they 
proceed from affections of other 
organs. True colic he divides into 
essential and symptomatic. Es- 
sential colics may or may not be 
caused by anomalies of the con- 
tents of the intestines. In the lat- 
ter case they may be produced by 
oyerfeeding, by development of 
gases (wind colic), or by solid ob- 
structions in the intestinal canal, 
as hard feces, concrements, stones, 
etc. Symptomatic colics are caused 
first, by entozoa (worms); second, 
by poisons; third, by displacements 
and morbid changes in the texture 
of the intestines; fourth, by per- 
itonitis. Passing by all other pre- 
liminary observations the doctor 
comes down to his subject as fol- 
lows, which we have abbreviated: 


Until quite recently the real pre- 
disposing cause of colic, and prob- 
ably the sole cause in numbers of 
cases was not known. It was dis- 
covered by Prof. Bollinger, in Mu- 
nich. A small worm (Sclerosto- 
mum equinum) causes an aneurism 
in the anterior mesenteric artery. 
Coagulation of blood, exudation 
and finally degeneration of the in- 
terior coat of the artery ensue, fol- 
lowed by obstruction of the circu- 
lation. Prof. Bollinger found this 
condition—the worm and aneurism 
—jin 94 per cent. of all- old horses 
killed for anatomical purposes in 
the Royal Veterin School at 
Munich. Three old horses were 
killed last Winter for anatomical 
purposes at the veterinary school 
of the O. S. University, and the 
aneurism and worm was found in 
every one of them. These facts 
show that such an aneurism is a 
frequent occurrence, at least in old 
horses, and it is well-known that 
old horses are more subject to colic 
than young ones. As a parasitic 
worm is the cause, it is not strange 
that this trouble exists largely in 
one part of the country and an- 
other be comparatively free from 
it. The aneurism (enlargement of 
an artery) may exist for years, 
hewever, and the horse remain 
free from colic so long as no excit- 
ing cause arises. Exciting causes 
are catching cold, over-feeding, 
large feeds of food difficult of di- 
gestion, fermenting food, etc. | 


TREATMENT. 


Quantities of promiscuous med- 
icines poured into the stomach can 
do no good, but are a positive in- 
jury. Treatment should have but 
one object—the restoration of the 
circulation of the blood and of the 

eristaltic action of the intestines. 

he latter will follow the former. 
Nature indicates the proper rem- 
edy. A horse that has colic paws, 
lies down, gets up, rolls, and thus 
brings into action mechanical 
forces that sooner than anythin 
else will remove obstruction an 
promote the flow of blood. Hence 
these movements of the horse must 
not be interfered with, but given 
full play, unless they become so 
violent as to threaten injury to the 
animal. If a horse shows a ten- 
dency to lie down and not move, 
and if there is fever, rapid pulse 
and quick breathing, rouse the ani- 
mal, and make him get up at least 
every 20:‘or 30 minutes. Gentle 
friction along the abdomen, par- 
ticularly on the right side if the 
animal is bloated,is useful, but vio- 
lent exercise, as compelling the 
horse to trot or run, is decidedly 
objectionable. Muscular exercise 
is rous and often hastens a 
fatal termination. The greatest 
injury is done by drenching. A 
sick horse, particularly if breath- 
ing fast, should never be drenched, 
as there is danger of the fluid pass- 
down the windpipe, when fatal 
mation ensues, usually. Be- 
sides, the medicine can do no good. 
Opium should not be given, as it 
retards peristaltic action, which 
should be promoted. In eases of 
agony and violent exertion, 
a subcutaneous injection may be 
given. An evacuation of the rec- 
tum by hand, and then a few injec- 
tions of warm soapsads or oil can 
do no harm and may do good. 
In cases of so-called wind colic, 
with eos showy bloating, use the 
trocar without hesitation, in time. 
If it is known that the animal has 
swallowed large quantities of food, 
a physic may be advisable, and if 
spasms are very severe a few doses 
relieve.
